Lansing, Mich. — GR — Governor 


Frank Murphy's strike peace con- 
ference between General 
Motors 


representatives and leaders of the 
United 
Automobile 
Workers 
of 


America recessed at 1:50 p. m. to- 
day without reaching a basis of set- 
tlement. The conference will be re- 
sumed later this afternoon. 


Governor Murphy and the confer- 


ees said they had agreed to with- 
hold comment pending further de- 
velopments. 


Asked whether the representa- 


tives were displaying a .conciliatory 
attitude, the governor only reiterat- 
ed that "there will be no comment 
at this time." 


Silent on Progress 


There was no announcement of 


the purpose of the interruption, nor 
wag there any indication whether 
progress was being made. 


Michigan's new governor had la- 


bored more than a week to arrange 
such a conference. During this time 
nearly thirty persons were injured 
La strike rioting at Flint, prompt- 
ing Murphy to dispatch approxi- 
mately 2,300 national 
guardsmen 


and 50 state policemen to that city. 


General Motors 
representatives 


attending the meeting are William 
S. Knudsen, executive vice presi- 
dent; John Thomas Smith, legal 
counsel, and Donaldson Brown, 
head of the corporation's finance 
committee. 


Representing the union are Hom- 


er S. Martin, president; Wyndham 
Mortimer, first vice president, and 
John Brophy,' director of the com- 
mittee for industrial organization, 
which has supported the U. A. W. 
A. in its strike. 


Two days ago Governor Murphy 


requested each side to sehd three 
representatives to confer with him 
and James F. Dewey, federal labor 
conciliator, on a prompt conclusion 
of the bloody labor-dispute. , 


WaJve Objections 


Governor 
Murphy . imnted the 


representatives to 
meet "without 


condition or prejudice," saying ob- 
jections raised by each side last 
week had prevented a joint consul- 
tation. 


"We are glad to accept and to re- 


state our position, given you in 
my letter of Jan. 8," Knudsen wrote 
hi accepting the governor's invita- 
tion. "We are keenly alive to the 
high concept you hold'in regard to 
your duties in behalf 
of the citi- 


zens of Michigan, and anxious to 
extend whatever assistance we can 
toward the accomplishment of your 
objectives'without sacrifice of prin- 
ciples-which we hold to be of vital 
consequence to our industry and 
the state." 


In the letter Knudsen mentioned 


General Motors specified that "sit- 
iown" strikers in five plants must 
svacuate before the company would 
legotiate with the union. The union 
ieclined to accede unless the corp- 
oration gave \vritten assurance that 
30 attempt would be made to re- 
sume operations or remove equip- 
ment during the negotiations. 


Clings to Position 


In New York a spokesman for 


general Motors said that Knudsen's 
icceptance of the governor's invita- 
ion should not be interpreted as 
•neaning that the corporation was 
-eceding from its position concern- 
ng the "sit-down" strikers.

said the company considered to- 
day's meeting merely a session to 
ascertain what might be worked 
>ut and not a conference for col- 
ective bargaining 
with workers'

Italy and Reich 
Again Join Hands 
On Spanish Issue 


France Also Trying to Stop 


F u r t h e r Conflict 


Among Powers 


By the Associated Press 


Italy and Germany renewed their 


handclasp today. France, agreeing 
to meet the nazi reich halfway in 
solution of their economic and poli- 
tical problems, took steps also to do 
her part in stopping foreign hands 
in Spain. 


Colonel General Hermann Wil- 


helm Goering, ' the huge and be- 
medalled man who has the func- 
tions of Germany's prime minister, 
talked in Rome with Benito Musso- 
lini and King Victor Emmanuel. 


They told him Italy's friendship 


for and collaboration ' with Ger- 
many had not cooled ^because of the 
Italian agreement with Great Bri- 
tain on Mediterranean status quo. 


Italy, it was intimated 
further, 


was taking action to shut off volun- 
teer enlistments in Spain pending a 
general, 
workable, 
international 


neutrality plan; 


France fell in line. Her cabinet 


decided to ask legislative powers to 
stop French volunteers from going 
to Spain, the powers to be used 
only in collaboration "with other 
nations. 


Volunteers In Struggle 


German and Italian 
volunteers 


are fighting with ''Spain's fascist in- 
surgents; 
French, 
Russian 
.and 


some British zealots are defending 
Madrid 
for the socialist govern- 


ment. Britain has invoked an old 
act to keep her own men at home. 


Premier Leon Blum of France 


also was understood to have agreed 
to undertake economic negotiations 
with Germany without first getting 
political assurances for the reich. 
That removed the main stumbling 
block to a Franco-German trade 
rapprochement. 


On the war front, Madrid's de- 


fenders, with words of pity, parad- 
ed a fascist prisoner through the 
streets. Noncombatants 
streamed 


out of the'besieged city. Fascists at 
the threshold of Madrid reported 
five French volunteer battalions 
had been rushed up for a counter- 
attack by the government defend- 
ers. 


2 Spies Executed 


Two fascist spies were executed 


by Basques in the north of Spain. 
German "warships freed the crews 
of two Spanish government steam- 
ers, seized as "reprisals" for deten- 
tion of a German freighter cargo. 
The ships themselves have been or- 
dered turned over to Spanish fas- 
cists. 


Spain's government, now at Va- 


lencia, worried about the vulner- 
ability of that Mediterranean coast. 
Valencia 
and other shore points 


have been attacked from the sea 
and air by the fascists. 


Back in Germany, the re-armed 


reich launched her first new de- 
stroyer—quietly and without cere- 
mony. 


Britain ordered a naval inspec- 


tion of Spanish Morocco on invita- 
tion of the Spanish insurgent au- 
thorities there, although acknowl- 
edging there was now little reason 
to believe earlier reports of a Ger- 
man incursion.

many of the witnesses blew and the 
clanging of cymbals drowned out 
the woman's agonized cries as she 
cremated herself before a temple 
near Agra. 


She was dead before police ar- 


rived. They made several arrests.

Charles, Dec. 27, passed up offers 
of the demanded $28,000 ransom 
and left his battered body where it 
was found by a hunter last Mon- 
day.

Paul Sceva. friend of the family, 


expressed belief the kidnaper was 
so dangerous a man that he prob- 
ably would have killed Charles' 
father, Dr. W. W. Mattson, had the 
physician gone out to meet him and 
pay the ransom.

attempt to land troops at Estepona, 
Malaga province, today

heavy bomoardment in which two 
225-pound bombs fell on the deck 
of the% insurgent cruiser Almirante 
Cervera. 


The fascist vessels—led by the 


cruisers Almirante 
Cervera 
and 


Canarias and including the gunboat 
Canovas del Castillo in addition to 
smaller craft-—were forced to turn 
about the speed under full steam 
for Ceuta, Spanish Morocco. • 


The attempted landing, the naval 


ministry reported, came during the 
early morning hours. Learning of 
the attack, 
socialist commanders 


sent a .squadron 
of government 


planes to the debarkation point. 


The pilots broke up the insurgent 


concentration with a hail of bombs. 
Damage to the fascist warships was 
not known, 'the ministry said. 


Other reports received by 
the 


ministry of the interior described 
the derailment of two trains by fas- 
cist bombers resulting in.injuries 
to a large number of passengers. 


The governor of Toledo province 


reported a train carrying 600 refug- 
ees from Madrid was bombed 40 
miles southeast 
of Madrid. Forty 


persons were injured, he declared. 


The engine and four coaches were 


blown from the tracks and a section 
of the road-bed torn up. An armor- 
ed train rushed the wounded to the 
town of Alcazar.. 


Another train bombing was re- 


ported in Jaen province. There 3 
freight train was derailed near Vil- 
caes. killing the engineer and de- 
stroying a section of the track.

Propose Revision 


Of Constitution 


Resolution for Convention 


111 Michigan 
Ready 


For Legislature 


Lansing' —(J^—- A joint house and 


senate resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional convention was ready 
for submission to the house today 
when members convene at 2 o'clock 
p. m. 


Representative Harry Glass, Jr., 


Democrat, Grand Rapids, handed 
the resolution to the clerk of the 
house after_studyirig, its phraseolo- 
gy'fast night. ' Glass is chairman of 
the house committee on constitu- 
tional revision. 


The Grand Rapids representative 


declared he had support for the 
measure from both sides of the leg- 
islature. Two j'ears ago he intro- 
duced a similar measure which fail- 
ed of passage in the house by one 
vote. 


Glass hopes to have the resolu- 


tion adopted by both houses in time 
to place it before Michigan's elec- 
torate in 
the April election. As 


chairman of the constitutional re- 
vision committee he could guaran- 
tee it would be reported to the floor 
for house action immediately. 


The resolution, if approved by 


both houses and by a majority of 
the electorate would permit con- 
stitutional 
convention 
delegates 


from all congressional districts to 
take a hand in rexvriting the pres- 
ent state constitution. The consti- 
tution was drafted and adopted in 
1908. 


Glass pointed out revision of the 


constitution with a vie\v to modern- 
ization would eliminate the painful 
process of amending it slowly to 
conform with present needs.

Washington—tD— The Brookings 


institution told the senate's govern- 
ment reorganization committee to- 
day that $30,161,000 could be saved 
annually through consolidation of 
federal money lending agencies. 


Consolidation of the federal hous- 


ing administration and Home Own- 
ers Loan corporation alone would 
result in saving of $24,500,000, the 
report said. 


The institution, a private organ- 


ization for economic research, sub- 
mitted the report—first of a group 
covering the whole government—to 
Chairman Byrd (D-Va.). 


"It is my personal guess," said 


Byrd, "that this saving can be made 
even greater because the recom- 
mendations cover agencies employ- 
ing more than 25.000 persons at to- 
tal operating expenses aggregating 
more than 560.000,000 annually." 


The Virginian, affirming his de- 


termination to press for great econ- 
omies, has estimated the budget 
could be reduced by up to $300,- 
000,000 a year. 


Chief Suggestions 


The Brookings report, discussed 


by the Byrd committee in executive 
session, suggested principally: 


Consolidation 
of the housing 


administration and Home Owners 
Loan corporation, eliminating dup- 
licated personnel and expenses. 


Transfer of the commodity ^credit 


corporation to the farm credit ad- 
ministration. 


On termination of the reconstruc- 


tion corporation's lending activities, 
transfer of its assets to other exist- 
ing agencies for speedy liquidation. 


Transfer to the treasury of the 


lending activities and assets of the 
public works administration. 


Byrd explained the report was 


not complete even on lending agen- 
cies, and about 12 more sections 
were still to be received 
by his 


committee and that headed by Rep- 
resentative Buchanan (D-Texas) in 
the house. 


They retained the Brookings in- 


stitution to draft a functional sur- 
vey with "efficiency and economy" 
the objectives, he said. He empha- 
"sized the recommendations were a 
basis for action by the committees 
and "are not to be construed as the 
sense of the committee." 


"Upon the president's invitation," 


Byrd said, "I have discussed the 
matter with him and was advised 
by him that the recommendations 
of the senate committee for aboli- 
tion and 
consolidation might be 


used effectively to supplement his 
own investigation."

Here's what the old timers- re- 


membered: 


Paul started out a common lum- 


berjack, 
or river 
pig, but 
his 


strength 
forced him to become an 


executive. But that was after he 
had logged off all North Dakota 
singlehanded in one winter. 


While cutting through a huge 


tree, Paul was working one end of 
the log and 
saw 10 of his x crew 


were on the other end to balance 
his strength. Paul became impa- 
tient at the slow progress of the 
work, and gave a hard tug. so hard 
that he jerked the 10 men right 
through the slot in the tree trunk. 


The men were a little peeved at 


this, but they didn't strike. They 
forgot the incident promptly on 
reaching the cook shanty where a 
score or more of young boys with 
hams tied on their feet were skat- 
ing up and down 
the mile-long 


flap-jack griddle, greasing it for 
one of those fine Bunyan camp 
meals.

ceived the first output from its bill 
factory today in the form of three 
senate and assembly measures, one 
of which would outlaw all pin 
games, digger machines and slot 
machines as gambling devices. 


The anti-gambling bill was in- 


troduced by Assemblyman Franz- 
kowiak, Democrat. Milwaukee. 


It would make illegal the use or 


possession of all forms of the popu- 
lar nickel games that abound in 
taverns, drugstores, restaurants and 
hotel lobbies. 


The bill fixes a minimum penalty 


of $25 fine and 15 days in jail and a 
maximum of $100 fine and 90 days 
imprisonment. It will be sent to an 
assembly 
committee 
for 
public 


hearing as soon as committee as- 
signments are made. 


Franzkowiak also introduced a 


measure to boost the normal state 
tax rate on incomes of $12,000 and 
over from 7 per cent the present 
rate, to a sliding scale reaching 10 
per cent on incomes above $50,000.

That's what the "sit-down strike" ^ 


has developed into in modern la-; 
bor warfare. Carried to its logical 
conclusion, it means, if sustained by 
public opinion or by the courts, the 
following things: 


Other Possibilities 


1. A man who comes in to fix the 


electric light or the plumbing or lay j 
the carpet can demand an increase: 
in his pay or refuse to let the occu- i 
pants of the house use the property 
in question. 


2. A group of employes of a store 


can seize the cash register or the j 
keys to the store rooms and keep, 
the proprietor from getting access 
to either one or both.

In America, the right to 
strike is conceded, but it is circum- 
scribed by the obligation to-respect 
the laws of the state and the feder- 
al government. 


Picketing Legal 


, Up to now,, the - legal strike in 


.America has been carried on by 
means of "peaceful picketing" out- 
side a plant, so that 
prospective 


workers who wish to take the place 
of the strikes may be "persuaded"' 
not, to take the strikers' jobs or so 
.that the public may be persuaded 
to boycott the products of the plant 
where the strike occurs." This has 
been upheld "by the courts, federal 
and state. But 
if the 
"sit-down 


strike" is now to be added to the 


, legal weapons of industrial 
com- 


'bat, then a new situation has been 
injected into the American system _ 
of government, and forcible seizure j 
of another person's 
property and 


demands for money or other advan- 
tages as a ransom or conditions of 
release becomes legalized extortion. 


Should extortion in labor negotia- 


tions' be sustained, then 
the pro- 


tection of property rights as well as 
management will doubtless under^ 
go-a profound transformation. The 
rights of ownership would then, of

But" does not the common law or j 


the statute law of the states provide j 
a'remedy? There is a federal stat-| 
ute known as. an anti-racketeering 
law which makes it a felonious of- 
fense to seize property and attempt 
extortion, but there -must be proof 
that the acts are related" to inter- 
state commerce.

Public opinion or public

ment often repeals laws, and. in 
Michigan, the sheriff who was en- 
trusted with the carrying out of an 
injunction last week did not insist 
on its enforcement. If he arrested 
those charged with the perpetration 
of'a "sit-down" strike or with con- 
spiracy to carry on such a restraint 
of production and then the juries 
failed to convict, it would mean in

There is a large number of per- 


sons who honestly 
believe

have a right to seize 'other people's 
property because they believe the 
workers have equal rights with pro- 
prietors. 
Something of the same 


philosophy was back of the de- 
struction of the rights of 
private 


property in Russia under the com- 
munistic regime. Likewise, in Eur- 
ope, the "sit-down" strike is being 
plainly recognized now as a form 
of revolution.

The supreme court of Wisconsin has 


sustained the legislature of 1935 in plac- 
ing an additional tax upon the incomes of 
Wisconsin residents received by them in 
1933. 


This has been done through a proc- 


ess of reasoning which President Roose- 
velt would refer to as the "legitimately 
implied" powers of the legislature and 
Walter Lippmann would call "enlightened 
interpretation." 
Nevertheless, 
though 


the law was upheld by the bare majority 
, of 4 to 3, the court is aware that it stepped 
dangerously close if indeed it did not 
tread upon a. prohibition that is more 
than law because part*of our civiliza- 
tion, the ban against legislation reaching 
back and laying a burden upon an act 
that u-as burdenless at the time or that 
has once paid its burden or creat- 
ing a penalty where no wrong existed 
before. 


Mr. Justice Fairchild, one of the three 


dissenting judges, put it this way: 


"It has never been considered fair 


play to impose burdens or penalties by 
later legislation upon a fellow citizen 
for an act, the transaction of which 
was lawful at the time of its occur- 
rence, and the power to do that was 
•withheld from governmental agencies 
by the people." 
The practice is a particularly obnox- 


ious .one in income taxation. Such taxes, 
state and federal, are so high these days 
that no one paying them considers his 
ability to buy or build, or enter into any 
other transaction without casting up be- 
"fore himself his tax liability, and, if cau- 
tious, making suitable arrangements to 
pay. 


What then shall be said of the man 


who has paid his income taxes for 1933, 
spent the rest of his money or otherwise 
placed it beyond his control, and comes 
to the summer of 1935 only to find that 
another burdensome levy has been put 
upon him, not for 1934 or 1935, which he 
must pay of course, but for the long for- 
gotten and once paid 1933? 


We do not know when the elasticity in 


the Wisconsin constitution submitted to a 
greater tug and test than when the court 
upheld this delayed-pass method of get- 
ting income. 


But under our system we must appre- 


ciate that the duties of the court are great 
and burdensome. When our best trained 
"men whose purposes are above attack 
come to a conclusion our legitimate criti- 
cism should terminate with, "Well, the 
court made a big mistake that time." 


HISTOEY IN THE MAKING 


There is worry in London counting 


houses because of the continuing unfav- 
orable trend in British overseas trade bal- 


" ances. Losses for 1936, over 1935, may 


be nearly a half billion dollars. That is 


- a tidy sum of money in any language 


and a sum that is large enough to impair 


- the internal economy of the wealthiest 
- nation. 


In spite of the fact that Great Bri- 


tain's industrial production is running at 
a. higher level than in some years, Bri- 
tain's colonies are buying less from the 
mother country. Exports to other nations 
are falling off. 


Perhaps the condition is temporary. 
: Perhaps, too, generations hence, historians 


" will date Britain's decline from 1936, just 
„ as the decline in Dutch trading dates from 


the beginning of the eighteenth century. 


The Dutch in the seventeenth century 


"- were the leaders of commercial Europe. 
; They owned more merchant ships than 


any other people and almost monopolized 
the carrying trade from the East Indies 
and between the Mediterranean and the 
Baltic. Then the English and the French 


1 began to forge ahead. The Dutch had 
- suffered from trade warfare with Eng- 
: land during the Commonwealth and the 
- reign of Charles £1. The long and ex- 
, hausting War of the Spanish Succession 
- in which Holland was a member of the 
I Grand Alliance against Louis XTV* struck 


a further blow at Dutch prosperity. 


- Though Holland fell from the first rank 


of commercial states, it has kept most 
of its dominions overseas to the present 
time.

For, after all, it is of such material 


that history is made. 


STRIKES AND MORE STRIKES 
We have a plentiful supply of strikes 


on hand. But the chances are they will 
increase both in number and extent. 


Broadly speaking there are two causes 


for this condition—one is economic, and 
therefore natural, and the other is poli- 
tical, and therefore somewhat artificial. 


In every condition ^ of rising prices 


which translates itself into a burdensome 
increase upon, the cost of living to the 
worker there is bound to be movement 
upon his part toward relief. Yet the pat- 
tern of life of so great and extensive a 
country is sufficiently confused so that it 
is wellnigh impossible for the wage scale 
to keep up with the cost of living even 
were everyone involved willing to bend 
their efforts to that end. 
While profits 


in steel manufacturing 
are increasing 


profits in food manufacturing are falling 
away. The extensive food manufacturer 
finds himself called upon lor an increased 
outlay to purchase his raw materials and 
often a stationary sales price on his prod- 
uct with which he hesitates to tamper lest 
he cause a slump in demand. 


Yet most of our present day strikes 


have nothing to do with the wage scale. 
Ship owners on the Pacific offer substan- 
tial increases in wages. The employes of 
General Motors are probably among the 
highest paid in the country. They also 
have the best of working conditions in 
new and hygienically constructed plants. 


In respect to the latter strike the con- 


test is between Mr. Lewis's union and 
the socalled company unions. It is large- 
ly a contest for power and is generally 
waged against heavy odds because work- 
ers who receive highly satisfactory pay- 
checks and have no complaint about their 
working conditions do not become greatly 
disturbed over who shall represent them 
in relation to their ordinarily unimpor- 
tant disagreements with their employers. 


But extensive strikes are expensive 


affairs for everyone, and no one less than 
the government. 


The maritime strike which has lasted 


about 90 days has already cost the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast and Hawaii some 
six to seven 
hundred million dollars. 


Plants are idle that cannot get raw ma- 
terials. Salesmen are idle who cannot 
sell them. Workers are idle and the mer- 
chant, the banker, the doctor, the land- 
lord—all suffer. 


Mr. Lewis proudly exclaims that the 


bill of General Motors for this strike will 
be a million dollars a- day. But if so the 
government of the United States is going 
to lose a very beautiful income tax 


Yet troubles of this kind cannot be 


solved in a day. 
When great pressure 


is put upon them they often explode caus- 
ing more extensive harm to those near 
and involved than if let run their natural 
course. The stubbornness that* is in all 
men yields quicker to compromise and ad- 
justment in a calm atmosphere than un- 
der any other conditions. 


THE PRICE OF SUCCESS 


This editorial, such as it is, does not set 


out to prove anything. It will not attempt 
to argue the merits of experience versus 
economics. It is not an argument against 
the 40-hour week, or the 30-hour week if 
we are to come to that. It is not con- 
cerned with the virtues or the demerits 
of the strike as a labor weapon. In fact, 
it has nothing to do with labor's prob- 
lems- 


It sets forth, merely, that Vicki Baum 


in a recent interview said, "one of the 
first conditions of success is to be able 
to \\ork 12 or 14 hours a day. If you're 
tired after eight hours' work, you will- 
never be a success.'' 


Vicki Baum is accounted a success in 


an arduous profession. 
She speaks out 


of her own experience. If we are to be- 
lieve the chit-chat columns, she divides 
her time between Hollywood, the Riviera 
and the romantic places of all the world. 
However, she must still find time for 
work for she still is accounted a success 
in a profession, writing, which permits no 
letdown. One success,-such as her Grand 
Hotel, does not finance a life-time of ease. 


Principally, the world's important work 


still is done by men and women who are 
willing and able to give to their work the 
hours it demands. 


Shorter hours may provide a living for 


more people. There will always be those 
who demand more from life than a living. 
The 40-hour week never will hold much 
allure for them.

Postural deformities include sag- 


ging foiward of head and neck, 
round shouldeis and back,

chest, protruding belly (pot belly;, 
spinal curvature, tilted pelvis, high 
shoulder, high hip, knock knees, 
sprung knees, bow legs, pronated 
feet (weak ankles) and flat foot. 


Referring to the importance of 


good nutrition in the prevention of 
these conditions a distinguished Ca- 
nadian pediatrist says "Cod liver oil 
is a specific. The rule raay be laid 
down that every child from one 
month to six years of age (better 
sixteen years), unless his entire 
body is being exposed to sunshine 
or ultraviolet radiations, should re- 
ceive adequate amounts of cod liv- 
er oil routinely and regularly, re- 
membering that there is no stand- 
ard dose for every child, some re- 
quiring more than others." 


This does not mean that a daily 


dose of cod liver oil is all that is 
necessary to prevent all physical 
deficiencies. There is good reason to 
believe, however, that cod liver oil 
contains something that is specific 
against many of these common de- 
formities. 


The standard dose of cod liver oil 


is a teaspoonful four times a day 
for a child, from a few drops up to 
half a teaspoonful daily for infants 
a few weeks old, irom one to two 
tablespoonfuls three or four times 
a day for adults if the stomach will 
tolerate it. 


"We know now why one individ- 


ual requires more cod liver oil than 
another. We know, too, why cod liv- 
er oil or other fish liver oils are 
beneficial in various conditions. 


Formerly physicians ascribed the 


remedial virtue of cod liver oil to a 
hypothetical nutritive value which, 
as we now know, the oil does not 
possess—it has the same nutritive 
value as an equal quantity of but- 
ter or cream or egg yolk. Well then 
they opined it might be the lodin in 
cod liver oil—that might have some 
unique remedial effect Now we 
know that there is little iodin in cod 
liver oil, and the iodin in it has the 
same effect as iodin from any other 
source. The medicinal effects of fish 
liver oil arc due to the vitamin D 
and vitamin A in the oil. Cod. hali- 
but and some other fish liver oils 
are the richest natural sources of 
vitamin D and vitamin A. 


For many years physicians, chem- 


ists and pharmacologists have en- 
deavored to make cod liver oil less 
repugnant without sacrificing or 
diminishing its remedial value. On- 
ly those who have to take it can 
judge how successful these efforts 
have been. 


Today it is not a prophecy but a 


conviction that cod liver oil and 
other fish oils must soon go the way 
of calomel and castor oil. Science 
has found a way to make vitamin 
D, and the synthetic vitamin D is 
purer and far more agreeable and 
convenient to take than is that we 
get from the fishes. 


Hitherto two 
serious 
obstacles 


have interfered with the provision 
of an adequate vitamin D ration for 
the young cnild. First the difficulty 
of administering three teaspoonfuls 
or more of fish liver oil to an in- 
fant every day. Second, the prohibi- 
tive.cost of synthetic vitamin D (va- 
rious brands of irradiated ergos- 
terol). A general name for irradiated 
ergosterol (there are many differ- 
ent brands with trade name) is 
viosterol. Organized medicine is to 
blame for the exorbitant price ex- 
acted for viosterol. This is one of 
the conspiracies against public wel- 
fare for which the American Medi- 


cal Association (of which I am 
member) should be impeached.

Better not add any vitamin 
preparation to baby's food until it 
is cool enough for baby to drink 
Synthetic vitamin D in the form 
of ConDol (irradiated ergosterol) 
provides as much in a. single drop, 
which is" tasteless, as is contain- 
ed in a teaspoonful of cod-liver oil 
and in this form vitamin D is most 
economical.

Many Chinese look upon him as 
one of their greatest heroes of all 
time. They think he fought to help 
the common man, and did much 
to start China on the way toward 
new and better things.

Today, when 
we think of

.troubles China has 
been having 


with Japan and with warfaie in- 
side the country, we are not so 
sure that the Chinese have a hap- 
py future ahead of them. What- 
ever happens, however, we can say 
that some good things followed the 
starting of the republic a quarter 
of a century ago. 


Sun Yat-sen was born near Can- 


ton, China, two years after 
the 


close of the American Civil war 
As a youth he was sent to Hawaii 
to attend an American university- 
located there. 
Later 
he returned 


to China, and graduated from 
a 


medical college at Hongkong. 


For a few years. Dr. Sun went 


about the curing of the" sick 
in 


Canton, but his heart was sadden- 
ed by the conditions he saw about 
him. 
The people were poor, too 


poor. The young doctor felt they 
were being badly treated by those 
in power over them. Many officers 
of the government. 
known 
as 


"mandarins." paid bribes in order 
to obtain their places, then lived 


lives of luxury while they 
taxed 


people who were gioamng in want. 


All this led Dr. Sun to work with 


secret societies which 
he 
hoped 


would bring an end to the Manchu 
dynasty. 
Tne government 
found 


out about his plans, and he would 
have been punished if he had not 
fled the country. 


After leaving China, he 
spent 


years in far travels. Wherever he 
went, he talked to Chinese who 
had settled there. He planned and 
plotted with people 
in 
"China- 


towns" of England and the ^United 
States 
While in England he was 


kidnapped by the Chinese embassy 
and was held pusoner in a loom 
Fearing he might meet death at 
the hands of the government, he 
addressed a letter to a friend in 
London and dropped it out of the 
window. The letter was picked ut> 
and deliveied. and the friend suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the help of the 
British go\ ernment to bring about 
Sun s freedom. 


Dr. Sun kept in touch with the 


secret societies in China by send- 
ing letters to them. He also raised 
money from Chinese residents of 
several countries

told 


that S5 000 000 was promised, and 
at least partly t>aid, by 1.500 Chin- 
ese living in Chile. 


At least, toward the end of 1911. 


Sun Yat-sen believed the time had 
come to return to China 
Revolt 


had bioken out there and he xvent 
back to take pait in it. The rebels 
cheered him and a meeting of del- 
egates elected him "first president 
of the Chinese Republic" 


A few battles took place between 


the royal armies and those 
who 


wanted a republic, but peace came 
more quickly than might have been 
expected 
Officers of the Chinese 


army signed a letter 
saying they 


no longer would fight against the 
soldiers of the republic. This let- 
ter vas sent to the empress, and 
she gave uo the throne held for 
her small son, "the boy emperor."'
